Concession in Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal — Thousands of construction work- 


ers besieging Portugal's National Assembly Palace to- 
day allowed 200 deputies trapped inside to leave the 
building but demanded Prime Minister Jose Pinheiro de 
Azevedo remain until their demands were met. 


The concession came as political parties mobilized 


their forces for a showdown throughout the country. 
Both right and left-wing groups warned of an "imminent 
coup d'etat" from the other side. 


A Socialist party spokesman called the siege an open 


attempt by the Communists and radical left to overthrow 
the government. 


Bomb Blast in London 


LONDON — Scotland Yard detectives searched today for 


three men seen running from the scene of a bomb blast at 
a fashionable London restaurant. One person was killed and 
15 injured. 


The terrorists tossed the bomb through a window of Scott's 


restaurant in the exclusive Mayfair district Wednesday 
night as 70 persons were eating dinner. 


The blast shattered windows and touched off a fire at the 


seafood restaurant, but the manager said special, splin- 
terproof glass saved many of the diners from injury or death. 


Shaky Truce in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — Security forces shot and killed 


today two gunmen in an airlines hangar at Beirut's 
international airport, putting new strains on a shaky 
truce arranged by warring Christian and Moslem 
militia. 


The shooting took on a bizarre twist when the bodies 


of the ilain gunmen were seized from an ambulance. 


A military spokesman said the ambulance was "in- 


tercepted by armed men" but gave no further details. 


17 Inmates Escape 


SPRING RIDGE, La. - A guard's "serious error in 


judgment" allowed 17 maximum security inmates armed 
with sharpened spoons to escape from the Caddo Correc- 
tional Institution, officials said.

TOWN OF LLOYD 


The Energy Research and 


Development Authority 
(ERDA) concluded more than 
two years of research and 
analysis Wednesday with the 
formal recommendation that a 
site in the Towns of Lloyd and 
Esopus be developed for elec- 
trical power generation. 


Specifically, the authority 


has determined that up to four 
nuclear plants or two coal- 
fired plants "could be suitably 
located" on the sprawling 
2,300 acre site. The authority 
notes that 
nuclear plants 


would 
be more acceptable 


than coal-fired plants because 
of environmental considera- 
tions. 


ERDA's conclusions were 


contained in a "Concept De- 
velopment Plan" prepared by 
a private environmental plan- 
ning firm and released to the 
public Wednesday. The plan 
included a summary of studies 
performed by the authority 
and its consultants, an 


analysis of economic and en- 
vironmental impacts of site 
development and a proposed 
environmental 
management 


program for the site. 


The report recommends that 


350 of the 2,300 acres that 
comprise the site be devoted to 
the development of generating 
facilities, and that the re- 
mainder of the land (about 
1,900 acres) be used as a na- 
ture preserve. That 350-acre 
development zone, the report 
adds, could adequately accom- 
modate four nuclear plants 
and four accompanying cool- 
ing towers. 


When it was first revealed 


that the, site could probably 
accommodate as many as foru 
atomic power plants, public 
opposition to the plan in- 
tensified. ERDA officials have 
been quick to point out that 
the 
maximum 
number of 


plants may never be built.

It was the enthusiasm with which ERDA—formerly known 


as the Atomic and Space Development Authority (ASDA)—• 
undertook its survey of the Lloyd-Edopun site that, in fact, 
convinced many people that Wednesdays ultimate announce- 
ment was a long-foregone conclusion It surprised practically 
no one 


The 2'.'-year study was marked by bitterness and con- 


troverts, and led directly to the formation of several very vocal 
organizations opposed to nuclear power in general and develop- 
ment of the Lloyd-Esopus site in particular. Those organiza- 
tions—including Concerned Citizens of Highland and the 
Hudson Valley Citizens Watch on Nuclear Safety—used the 
expertiBe^of their own members and a number of well versed 
outaide consultants to dispute claims that Bite deveolpment 
would not be harmful to the Hudson Valley 


For its part. EDRA relied heavily on an exhaustive series of 


studies and surveys, performed for the most part by private

After 36 Years a Sick Justice Douglas Retires 


CATHY AND WILLIAM 0. DOUGLAS

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
William Orville Douglas, his 


77year-old body drained by "incessant and demanding pain" 
with little prospect for recovery, has retired from the Supreme 
Court, where he served longer than any other man in history. 


Douglas' illness accomplished the longtime goal of many of 


his enemies, who at one time included President Ford, the 
recipient of Douglas' retirement letter Wednesday 


Although he had hoped to carry on his work for a 37th term 


after suffering a stroke last New Year's Eve, Douglas wrote that 
he realized "it would be inadvisable for me to carry on the 
duties required of a member of the court." 


In his letter to Ford, he indicated he had little hope of 


recovering. 


"I have been bothered with incessant and demanding pain 


which depletes my energy to the extent that I have been unable 
to shoulder my full share of the burden," he wrote. 


"Therefore ... I hereby retire at the close of thw day from 


regular active service as an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States." 


He noted he had been forced "to leave the bench several 


times" during recent court arguments. He said, "1 shall 
continue to seek relief from this unabated pain, but there is 
no bright prospect in view." 


The President accepted the retirement "with profound 


personal sympathy for the sad circumstances" which caused 
Douglas to leave. 


Ford said, "Your distinguished years of service are unequaled 


in all the history of the court. Your contributions to the law, 
both as scholar and jurist, and your service ... as a member 
and chairman of the Securities and Exchange Commission 
constitute a lifetime of dedicated public service matched by few 
Americans." 


Douglas was appointed by President Franklin D Roosevelt 


after serving as the second chairman of the SEC He took his 
seat April 17, 1939, succeeding one of his legal idols, Louis D 
Brandeis. At 40, he was one of the youngest men to sit on the 
court. 


The retirement leaves the court dominated by conservative 


thinkers appointed by Richard M. Nixon. 


A White House Hpoketsman said Ford had not decided whom 


he would nominate to fill Douglas' seat As House minority 
leader in 1969 Ford attempted to impeach Douglas Many 
observers had thought Douglas would keep his seat at all costa 
until next fall, on the off chance Ford might be replaced 


Possible nominees could include Attorney General Edward 


H. Leu, 64, a respected legal scholar with little courtroom 
experience 


Ford declined Wednesday to rule out a woman Prominent 


female jurists include Judge Shirley M Hufstedler, 50, of the 
9th Circuit Court of Appeal? and District Judge Cornelia G. 
Kennedy in Detroit 


Chief Justice Warren E Burger, who succeeded one of 


Douglas' closest friends, Earl Warren, and frequently disagreed 
with Douglat, said the retirement "brings to a close a career 
unique in the annals of this court. Hia service spans the tenure 
of five chief justices and seta a record that may never b« 
equaled " 


Douglas' wife Cathy, 32, said she was sad his contribution 


to the court is over but happy "because I think this will give 
him the freedom and leisure to recuperate " 


Douglas wa.« proud of his stamina and was convinced he could 


overcome his latest setback As a boy he conquered polio. In 
1949 a horse fell on him, breaking 13 ribs. A pacemaker was 
installed in his chest in 1968 because his heartbeat was 
irregular 


He popularized long hikes on the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal 


in Washington and spent summers at an isolated home near 
Yakima, Wash , walking in the Cascade Mountains 


Douglas was still confident he could overcome his latest 


physical battle last April, when he prematurely returned to the 
court, and from a wheelchair invited newsmen to accompany 
him on a hike in a few months 


Instead, his absences from the bench became more trequenl 


in recent days. He failed to participate in the last two private 
court conferences where the justices decide which cases they 
will hear. 
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Labeling Blood Source 
Is Proposed by FDA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 


« move to protect patients 
from blood peddlers' diseases, 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration today proposed new 
hepatitis warning labels to let 
doctors and their patients 
know the source of their blood 
transfusions. 


If the blood comes from one 


who has sold his blood for 
money, the label would have 
say so, along with a warning 
that such blood is associated 
with a higher risk of dangerous 
hepatitis. Patients receiving 
such blood are believed to run 
as much as a six times higher 
chance of getting hepatitis. 


In 1973, the government esti- 


mated there were at least 
17,000 new cases of heptatitis, 
850 of them fatal, caused by 
contaminated blood and blood 
products. 


Derelicts and other down- 


and-outers sometimes sell 
their blood, often under less 
than ideal conditions. 


Dr. Alexander M. Schmidt, 


the FDA commissioner, called 
the hepatitis problem from 
sold blood "a major one." 


"Evidence 
indicates that 


blood from paid donors is four 
to six times more likely to 
transmit hepatitis than blood 


from voluntary donors," he 
said. "We hope someday that 
all blood will be obtained from 
volunteers, but until this is 
possible, the physician and pa- 
tient are entitled to know the 
source of blood and its atten- 
dant hepatitis risk." 


The agency also has com- 


pleted work on rules designed 
to make the collecting, proc- 
essing and storing of blood and 
blood products safer. The rules 
will affect, for the first time, 
some 7,000 to 8,000 blood 
banks which previously were 
not under federal jurisdiction. 


The new rules require blood 


bank operations to test all 
blood donors for.hepatitis and 
that 
fatal 
reactions 
from 


donated blood be immediately 
reported to the FDA.

studies, applications and hearings before final construction 
approval is received. The opposition, in all likelihood, will be 
ready and waiting. 


Since the Lloyd-Esopus study first began, hardly a week 


passed without some new development or news report about 
the controversial project. Highlights of the 2'/z-year project 
follow: 


Feb. 21, 1973—The Freeman reported that ASDA was 


involved in studies at an undisclosed site in the Town of Lloyd. 
ASDA officials said they believed the site could accomodate 
two atomic power plants. 


March 5, 1973—Piecing together information from reports 


and sources, the Freeman pinpointed the location of the 2,300 
acre site. For the first time, it was revealed that the site covered 
portions of both Lloyd and E sopus. 


June, 1973—The first significant opposition to development 


of the site surfaced with formation of the Citizen's Watch 
organization. 


Aug. 
20, 1973 —ASDA commenced a year-long 


meteorological study of the Lloyd-Esopus site. 


Oct. 10, 1973—The New Paltz Town Board voiced its 


opposition to any nuclear development within a 50-mile radius 
of the town. 


Nov. 28, 1973—A Boston-based engineering firm working in 


another state agency, rejected development of a separate, but 
similar, site in Lloyd because of the projected high cost of 
development. 


April 3, 1974—The power plant advisory committe of the 


Lloyd Town Board announced its opposition to nuclear de- 
velopment in the town. 


June 2, 1974—Lloyd voters, in an advisory referendum, said 


they don't want a power plant in the township. The vote was 
805 to 328. It carried no official weight. 


June 5, 1974—A Pattern for Progress report said construction 


of a nuclear facility would bring economic benefits to the towns 
of Lloyd and Esopus. The report was strongly criticized. 


July 12, 1974—The Lloyd Town Board voted 4-1 to oppose 


any nuclear development in the town. 


March 13, 1975—After a year of continued study, ASDA 


confirmed that it believed the site could accomodate up to iour 
nuclear power plants. The same day, the Catskill Study 
Commission called for a moratoruim on nuclear plant construc- 
tion. 


July 29, 1975—An ASDA report conclude that cooling tower 


emissions would not have any adverse impact on the climate, 
weather or environment of the Mid-Hudson Valley. 


Oct. 6, 1975—A Pattern for Progress report recommended 


that all generation facilities considered for the Mid-Hudson 
region be clustered at the Lloyd-Esopus site. 


Oct. 30,1975—Two geologists, in an independent report, said 


ERDA seriously underestimated the potential for earthquake 
activity at the Lloyd-Esopus site.

Theft Ring 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A 


clerk in the city's Social Ser- 
vices Department and three 
other persons have been 
charged with stealing $300,000 
worth of welfare checks, ac- 
cording to Investigation Com- 
missioner Nicholas Scoppetta. 


Scoppetta said the charges 


were the result of an investiga- 
tion by his office into the dis- 
appearance of some $18 mil- 
lion in welfare checks between 
March 1974 and March 1975. 


He emphasized, however, 


that the figure did not repre- 
sent a loss of that much money 
to the city. 


The theft ring, the com- 


missioner said, centered 
around Harvey Mowring, 22, a 
$7,075-a-year clerk with the 
department's 
check release 


unit. 


Mowring allegedly stole the 


checks as they were about to 
be mailed to welfare recipients 
between April and September 
of last year, Scoppetta said. 


Phony endorsements were 


then forged on the checks, at 
least some of them, he said, by 
Frances Sharp, 32. The checks 
were then funneled through a 
series of bank accounts. 


Scoppetta said one of the 


accounts was allegedly main- 
tained by Tanya Dodson, 36. 
Another was held by Ronald 
Robinson, 38, in the name of 
the New York Boulevard Deli 
which, Scoppetta alleged, was 
opened for that express 
purpose. 


Robinson 
was 
reportedly 


being held in the Federal 
House of Detention on drug 
charges and investigators were 
seeking to learn if the stolen 
money was used to finance 
narcotics traffic. 


Mowring was charged with 


conspiracy, grand larceny, 
possession of stolen property 
and official misconduct, Scop- 
petta said. The others face a 
variety of charges. 


The investigation com- 


missioner said under usual cir- 
cumstances, the banks which 
cashed 
the 
forged 
checks 


would be liable for the losses 
and not the city. 


The commissioner said there 


was no apparent connection 
between the gang and the re- 
mainder of the $18 million in 
missing welfare checks. 


Many of these checks, he 


said, were legitimately lost 
and about 35 per cent 
stemmed from welfare cheats 
who report their checks miss- 
ing, apply for duplicates and 
then :ash both of them.

Carey NYC Plan Has Support 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Gov. 


Hugh Carey has a new plan, 
said to have high-level support 
in Washington, to save the 
nation's largest city, the 
state's fourth largest city and 
four state agencies from immi- 
nent default. 


Carey called a special ses- 


sion of the state legislature 
today to unveil a $6 billion 
plan, which he said has strong 
backing in Washington. It in- 
volves federal guarantees to 
avert default by New York 
City, the City of Yonkers and 
four state agencies. 


Without federal help, Carey 


said Yonkers could go into 
default as early as today. De- 
fault in New York City and the 
four state agencies could occur 
by the end of the month. 


At a news conference Wed- 


nesday, Carey said that based 
on a series of telephone con- 
versations with Treasury Sec- 
retary William E. Simon, he 
was confident the plan would 
get some form of federal as- 
sistance. His plan calls for 
federal guarantees of as much 
as $3 billion in city bonds 


President Ford consistently 


has opposed federal guaran- 
tees of city notes. In Washing- 
ton, presidential news secre- 
tary Ron Nessen said Wednes 
day, "There is no change in 
the President's position on 
New York " 


However, Carey said, "I un- 


derstand the plan as presented 
to the highest federal officials 
was described as 'interesting' 
by Arthur Burns, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve And I 
talked with Secretary Simon 
and he believes the plan now 
should be worked further to 
make it more binding " 


In a new, more conciliatory 


stance 
toward 
the 
White 


House, Carey added, "I have 
said all along that the Presi- 
dent is a reasonable man. We 
have presented a reasonable 
plan." 


New York Mayor Abraham 


Beame met with the Carey 
after the announcement and 
told reporters, "I also spoke 
with Mr. Simon earlier today 
and I was somewhat 
en- 


couraged that there might be a 
possible shift in their think- 
ing." 


Rep. John G. Rhodes, 


RAriz., the House Republican 


leader, also has said he could 
support a program similar to 
the one proposed by Carey. 


As outlined by Carey, the 


package would enable the city 
to avert default and balance 
its books within three years. In 
addition, he said, the proposal 
would avert default by four 
state agencies and the City of 
Yonkers. 


Carey said this would be 


done by increasing state and 
local taxes and cutting the 
budgets of the state and city 
and through the refinancing of 
more than $6 billion in city 


bonds, which fall due within a 
three-year period. 


Carey Wednesday held a 


series of strategy meetings 
with Beame, top bank officials 
and officers of the Municipal 
Assistance Corp., the state 
agency formed to sell bonds for 
the city when it got locked out 
of the commercial bond mar- 
ket. 


The governor said the key 


element of the plan was "an 
enormously attractive ex- 
change offer involving MAC 
paper" 


Time Has 'High Price' 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


The overriding effect of the 
package Gov. Hugh L. Carey 
was to put before the state 
legislators today would be to 
buy time in which to untangle 
the financial crises facing New 
York City and the state 


As far as the average tax- 


payer is concerned, the price 
tag on that time will be high. 


And, the success of Carey's 


plan involves a curious 
tightrope act he and his ad- 
visors have been performing 
between Albany and Washing- 
ton. 


Approval of the complicated 


plan by the state legislature 
depends on the one hand on 
assurances that President 
Ford will bend to go along with 
federal involvment in efforts to 
avoid default. 


On the other — and the 


reason Carey finally brought 


his plan out into the open — 
the Ford administration in- 
sisted on seeing some action in 
Albany before there would be 
any federal concessions. 


In the event the plan runs 


into trouble in either Washing- 
ton or Albany, Carey's maneu- 
verings in the last several days 
have placed Republicans 
below him to break his fall. 


Statewide, taxes would be 


increased — possibly as much 
as $300 million — to close 
what Carey contends will be a 
$600 million budget deficit. 
The new levies would be on 
businesses, but the costs ul- 
timately would filter down to 
the consumer level. 


Republican lawmakers, who 


constitute a majority in the 
Senate and a vocal minority in 
the Assembly, are going to 
insist on substantial cuts in 
state spending That means 


reductions in state services 
and the layoff of many state 
workers. 


For New York City resi- 


dents, the sales tax would go 
up a penny, to 9 cents on the 
dollar. There will be addi- 
tional cuts in city services 


The holders of $2.6 billion in 


city obligations coming due 
between now and June 30 will 
be asked to wait for their mon- 
ey In the meantime, they will 
continue to be paid interest on 
their investments. 


Carey's umbrella plan also 


would deal with the threat- 
ened default by the city of 
Yonkers. 


If his proposal has the bless- 


ing of leaders of the state's 
third largest city, it will mean 
a penny boost in the sales tax 
— to 8 cents — and creation of 
a state-dominated financial 
control board similar to the 
agency now running New York 
City

the mud at the end of the 
runway All aboard were evac- 


uated by airport police and 
firemen as the fire began to 
spread 


Flames moved across the 


wing and through the cabin of 
the S20 million plane, com- 
pletely doBtroj ing the interior 


The plane was carrying 129 


ONA employes and 10 crew 
members to Saudi Arabia to 
work on charter flights for re- 
ligious pilgrims to Mecca 


Twelve rescue crewmen and 


one passenger were hospi- 
talized They were reported in 
"fair to good" condition.

Leon Greenberg 


For more than 10 years the name of Leon 


Greenberg, president of Monticello Raceway, has 
been held in esteem, not only in his home county 
of Sullivan but throughout the Hudson Valley area. 
He had a political power base in this area. 


Greenberg's world came crumbling down two days 


ago when a jury found him guilty on five counts of 
federal mail fraud and conspiracy charges against 
him. 


He was convicted of conspiring to use raceway 


funds to pay for his son's bar mitzvah at 
Grossinger's Hotel in 1970. The $4,856 was paid 
under the guise of bills for horsemen's outings at the 
hotel that year. 


Greenberg will be sentenced on Jan. 14. He faces 


five years in jail and will be forced out as president 
of the track because of the conviction. 


Greenberg's conviction is a reminder that no 


matter how powerful one becomes, he must still stay 
within the law, which is written for the very 
powerful and the very weak. 


It's a high price to pay for a bar mitzvah. His 


conviction, if upheld in the appeal process, means 
that one of the most politically powerful figures in 
the area is now a shamed man, burdened with the 
conviction and labeled with that guilt the rest of his 
life. 


However, Greenberg must not be made to share 


the entire guilt. His board of directors at the 
Raceway apparently knew of the action. They 
should sell their shares in the track, resign and let 
new people take over the operation. 


Greenberg's arrest and conviction has again 


tarnished the sport of harness racing, already up to 
its neck in suspicions and innuendos. 


It's time that the New York State Wagering and 


Racing Board takes some action to clean up the 
sport. The best place to begin is at Monticello. Get 
some new blood at the Sullivan County track and 
let the sport start breathing fresh air once more. 


Betty For President 


Betty Ford's statements on premarital sex and 


equal rights for women have earned her the support 
of those segments of the public least likely to back 
her husband in the 1976 election—at least in the 
eyes of a famous national pollster. 


With that kind of support, maybe, the First Lady 


would make the strongest candidate on the Re- 
publican ticket next year. While her husband's 
popularity is slipping more and more each day, 
Betty Ford's popularity is now at an all-time high 
and climbing each week. 


A 60-27 per cent majority agrees with Mrs. Ford 


when she said "she would not be surprised if her 
daughter had an affair." 


A 64-23 per cent majority also supports Mrs. Ford 


in her statement that "if her daughter were having 
an affair, she would want to know if the young man 
were nice or not." 


On her favoring passage of the Equal Rights 


Amendment, Mrs. Ford's stand meets with the 
agreement of a substantial 70-15, majority. 


" A political conclusion is that Mrs. Ford's 
statements probably did not help her husband's 
cause with the activist conservatives in the GOP 
but have won support for her from those younger 
and more independent elements in the electorate. 


Betty Ford has a wide and deep following. She is 


not only an asset to her husband, but might just 
be the outstanding candidate—popularity wise—for 
the embattled Republicans in '76. The thought is 
not that far-fetched.

WASHINGTON - Of the millions that ex-President Nixon 


distributed to make good his campaign cry "law and order," 
a staggering amount was spent to maintain order for his own 
well-being. 


Through the Law Enforcement Assistance Administration 


$3.5 million of the taxpayers' money was given to Florida to 
help keep the peace during the 1972 conventions. 


Another $558,924 was bequeathed to the San Clemente, 


Calif., police to make the area safer for Richard Nixon. 


The grants to Florida, of course, benefited Republicans and 


Democrats alike, since both parties held their conventions in 
Miami Beach in 1972. Internal documents, intended for official 


eyes only, tell how the money was spent: 


— The police departments of Miami and Miami Beach 


received more than $2 million. It was spent for overtime police 
pay, portable radios, closed circuit TV monitoring systems, 
mobile communication vans, night vision devices, high-intensi- 
ty lights, photographic and protective equipment. 


— Because the 250 state highway patrolmen assigned to the 


Democratic convention complained about the communications 
problem, LEAA allotted $79,795 to purchase 325 "helmet type 
portable radios" in time for the Republican convention. 


— Another $50,385 was granted to provide Florida police with 


sophisticated equipment to make radio broadcasting more

secure for "highly confidential communications. 


- The thinkers got $46,259 to evaluate the police handling 


of the conventions. But the findings, which were supposed to 
be made available to LEAA to share with other communities, 
haven't yet been delivered. 


- To control the rowdies, a $24,786 grant was awarded to 


replenish stocks "after the present supply of tear gas is 
exhausted." 


— There were other cash grants for miscellaneous purposes, 


including $2,112 for Dr. Robert P. Johnson to handle such 
things as stress and strain, minor lacerations and wounds 
possibly occurring and treatment of common disorders such as 
colds, fevers and influenza." 


The San Clemente police, meanwhile spent their money on 


riot gear and police vehicles, including a Ford Bronco pick-up 
truck suitable for bouncing along the California beach below 
Nixon's seaside estate. 


Footnote: Our associate Bob Owens, who has been conduct- 


ing a three-month investigation of LEAA, reports that no 
federal funds will be offered Kansas City or New York City for 
the 1976 conventions. Nor will the equipment from Florida be 
transferred to the new convention sites. 


PAYOLA SCANDAL: The record companies promote their 


hits with a bag of dirty tricks that would shame the CIA. 


We first began exposing the payola racket in March, 1972. 


We charged that the industry offers free vacations, furnishes 
prostitutes, provides automobiles and pays cash under the 
table to disc jockeys and other radio officials to get records 
played. 


Our exposes goaded the Federal Communications Com- 


mission into an investigation. Four grand juries have now 
returned indictments against 19 record industry officials. 


One of our sources, Mike Viner of Pride Records, has agreed 


to shed his anonymity and speak for the record. Here are more 
of the disclosures he has made in a written statement: 


— Major record companies hire outside promoters to push 


records. No questions are asked about how they spend money. 
Some of it, said Viner, is paid directly to radio program 
directors in exchange for airing records. 


— Fred Rector, one of those who has been indicted, received 


thousands of dollars from MGM Records to "sew up" radio 
stations, swore Viner. 


— Various methods are used to pay off broadcasters. Record 


pushers sometimes contribute to "Christmas funds" for, disc 
jockeys. One imaginative program director asked for money, 
saying he needed it to pay off a Mafia loan. 


— Viner identified one renowned record promoter as Jim 


Benci, who gets up to $3,000 for a single job. We spoke to Benci, 
who denied any wrongdoing. 


— While working for MGM Records, Viner was once ordered 


to obtain reservations at an Elvis Presley appearance in Las 
Vegas for 24 broadcasting and record officials. He paid the 
hotel's matre d' a $500 "tip," then listed the sum on his expense 
account as "bribery." Viner's honesty, of course, got him into 
hot water with MGM Records. 


MGM has since sold its record division, and the recording 


company is under new ownership and management. 


Footnote: Bill Gavin, whose respected "Gavin Report" is read 


throughout the record industry, attacked Viner and called his 
charges "unsupported." 


On the contrary, Viner's statements have been backed up not 


only by confidential sources high in the record industry but by 
some of the men Viner accused. 


Several broadcasters, who are named by Viner in his 


statements to us and to the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, have confessed they got money from record firms. We 
have printed their admissions. 


Thus it appears that Gavin, in his hurry to protect the record 


industry, neglected to check the facts. 


On The Right 


Beware . . . Common Situitis

You are — let us suppose — 


the head of a company that 
specializes in the installation 
of elevators. You employ regu- 
larly 35 men and women, and 
when you have a big job, you 
go out into the market and add 
to your working force as neces- 
sary. Every couple of years, 
somebody in your organization 
proposes that the workers un- 


ionize. Following strictly the 
rules prescribed by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
you facilitate a vote on the 
matter. Every time, the vote 
has come out heavily against 
joining the labor union. The 
collective right not to join has 
not been challenged anywhere 
— the majority is supposed to 
decide on these matters. It is 
a right that the Congress, with 
the backing of President Ford, 
is about to repeal for your 
company and others like it. 


They 
call 
it, 
with 
an 


etymological atavism the 
motives of which I have not 
been able to trace, the "com- 
mon situs" bill. Situs is Latin 
for site, and since they insist 
on calling it that, I'll go along, 
just as I call Cassius Clay, 


Muhammad Ali. Under the 
proposed common situs act, 
which breezed through the 
House and through the Senate 
Labor Committee, and is com- 
ing up now on the Senate floor, 
you and your employees 
would, in effect, be faced with 
two choices. Either join the 
union, or go out of business. 


The reason it is narrowed 


down to these two choices is 
that the construction trades 
are highly organized: the ma- 
sons, carpenters, plumbers, 
electricians, bricklayers, etc., 
though here and there there 
are exceptions. In 1949, in 
Denver, a firm engaged in con- 
structing a building subcon- 
tracted the electrical work to a 
small non-union firm (re- 
member, that since the NLRA, 


a non-union firm is defined as 
a firm that doesn't want to 
join the union, not as a firm 
that isn't permitted, by the 
employer, to join a union). The 
trades union council of the 
other workers threw up a 
picket line around the entire 
site, or situs as the solons 
denominate it. 


Returning to Anglo Saxon, 


the contractor fired the sub- 
contractor, pursuant to the 
capitalist ethic that profit 
comes first. But the subcon- 
tractor sued before the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
which ruled that he was entire- 
ly correct: the 
contractor 


didn't have a right under the 
law to fire him because the 
Taft Hartley Act prohibits sec- 
ondary boycotts against dif- 


ferent employers engaged in 
different activity. Under that 
act, 
if let us say the 


meatworkers union strikes 
against a MacDonald's Ham- 
burger stand, the electrical 
workers at Con Ed can't strike 
against the generating facility 
that furnishes light to the 
hamburger stand. 


The Supreme Court absent- 


mindedly confirmed the 
NLRB in 1951, and ever since 
then it has been the dream of 
the construction unions to get 
legislation passed that would 
exempt them from the secon- 
dary boycott ban of the Taft 
Hartley Act. Presumably 
because construction workers, 
though their rhetoric is usually 
Democratic, are mostly Re- 
publicans under the skin, even

WASHINGTON — Around Labor Day this year, 


Mrs. Gladys Lang of Stonybrook, New York, got a 
letter containing some terribly disturbing news from 
the University of Chicago's Lying-in Hospital, 
where Mrs. Lang had given birth to a baby girl many 
years previously. The letter said: 


"During the years 1951 and 1952 when you were 


an obstetrical patient at the Chicago Lying-in 
Hospital, some obstetrical patients received an 
estrogenic hormone, known as Diethylstilbestrol (or 
DBS), during pregnancy. At that time it was 
generally accepted in medical circles that this 
hormone was useful and safe in pregnancy. How- 
ever, the late Dr. William Dieckmann of the Lying- 
in staff concluded as the result of research under- 
taken at that time that the hormone was not useful, 
and it is not currently recommended for pregnant 
women, 


"It was only recently that some reports in medical 


literature have suggested that the use of the drug 
by women during pregnancy may have some rela- 
tionship to the development of some abnormal 
conditions in the genital tracts of their offspring, in 
particular, daughters, many years later." 


In truth, the evidence is mounting that DES 


daughters, as they are now called, are particularly 
prone to cancer of the vagina and a pre-cancerous 
condition known as adenosis. Then is it right for 
pregnant women to gamble with the health of their 
unborn offspring by agreeing to participate in drug 
studies such as the one conducted at Lying-in? 


LIKE LABORATORY ANIMALS 


Maybe yes and maybe no, but Mrs. Lang never 


made the gamble. She was among 1,000 randomly 
selected women who were' given this drug without 
their knowledge or consent, informed or otherwise, 
They were used as though they were laboratory 
animals. 


According to the article on the experiment, writ- 


ten by the late Dr. Dieckmann, each expectant 
mother was told that the pills "would cause no harm 
to her or her fetus." Actually, the reason for the 
study was that doubt did exist about DES. One of 
the participants in the study, Dr. Charles Mc- 
Cartney, is quoted in a 1972 Associated Press 
dispatch by Bernard Gavzer, as saying: "Thousands 
of women were taking stilbestrol (DES) and a great 
deal was written about the increased salvage rate in 
high-risk pregnancies, particularly with patients 
with diabetes and those with threatened abortions. 
Dr. Dieckmann was skeptical of the reports and 
designed an experiment to test the hypothesis. Our 
question was, 'Does it, DES, do any good?' Our 
answer was, 'No.'" 


The question might better have been, "How much 


harm does it do?" The first article in the medical 
literature suggesting this sort of compound might 
cause abnormal growth (metaplasia) appeared in 
1933. The possibility that it might be a cancer- 
causing agent was specifically raised in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Obstetrics and Gynecology in 1941 
and again in 1949. So in 1951 it is passed out to 1,000 
women and nary a word that at least some practi- 
tioners thought it might well be a dangerous poison. 
And it is still being passed out, both as a "morning- 
after" contraceptive chemical and in cattle feed 
whence it passes into the human bodies of the 
people who eat beef. Moreover, even after the 
Dieckmann study demonstrated that DES does no 
good, doctors continued to give it to pregnant 
women. Between 1969 and 1970 an average of 
100,000 DES preemptions were written every year. 


POISONOUS MORALS 


There are so many disturbing, cruel and grisly 


aspects to the medical history of this drug, it's hard 
to decide what to object to first, Should we begin 
with the administration of a dangerous drug to 1,000 
women and their unborn children without their 
permission? Dr. McCartney in the 1972 interview 


contended that 24 years ago there was "no such 
thing as informed consent . . . Informed consent is 
a current regulation." Technically he is right. The 
specific rules and regulations came after these 
experiments on human victims, but the ethical 
precept of primum non nocere — or first of all, do 
no harm — has been the cardinal principle of the 
practice of medicine for two-going-on-three 
thousand years. That the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration has had to promulgate a formal rule pro- 
hibiting doctors from poisoning their patients testi- 
fies to the morals of the profession. 


But don't take any comfort from the FDA's telling 


your doctor he can't treat you like he treats the 
rhesus monkeys he has in the cages in the backroom. 
In practical life-and-death terms, what's this regu- 
latory system worth? Here is a drug that was first 
fingered 42 years ago as a troublemaker and it's still 
in wide use. 


As for the DES daughters, well, all of them must 


have frequent vaginal examinations for the rest of 
their lives. Let's not talk about the anxiety they will 
have to live with, but speculate on how much effort 
the institutions that are responsible for this lovely 
bit of dirty research will make to contact the victims 
and warn them. The first article linking the admin- 
istration of DES with cancer of the vagina in the 
victims' daughters was published in 1970. It was five 
years later that Mrs. Lang was warned, although, 
as a graduate of the University of Chicago, she says 
that the alumni association has had no trouble 
keeping tabs on her to tap her for contributions. 


In the light of the DES experience, maybe the 


FDA should think about proposing yet one more 
ineffectual rule which it then can connive with 
people in the doctor business to evade. With or 
without consent, nothing should be tested, no drugs, 
no therapies, nothing until the testers have first 
used it on themselves. 


Eisenhower and Nixon backed 
the common situs act which 
would permit the Denver-type 
situation. Mr. Ford, alas, is 
not disposed to take what they 
call an "anti-union stand" (it 
is really nothing of the sort: it 
is a pro-freedom of choice 
stand). He has coated the pill 
for conservatives by coming up 
w i t h 
a c o m p l i c a t e d , 


syndicalist-sounding plan de- 
vised by his labor secretary 
John Dunlop, which would set 
up a board of ten of us, ten of 
them, plus Dunlop and Shirley 
Temple and one androgynous 
labor mediator, to attempt to 
reconcile differences between 
contractors and unions if a 
strike threatens. 


The fact of the matter is that 


a critical American liberty is 
about to be removed from the 
scene. Since it is not fashion- 
able to talk about our evanesc- 
ing liberals, one might put it 
this way. The construction 
business, which does $130 
billion dollars worth of activity 
in America every year, is high- 
ly depressed, and it is highly 
depressed in part because 
costs are astronomical. To con- 
tribute at this economic mo- 
ment a piece of legislation 
which will 1) make it easier for 
a single union to close down an 
entire construction 
project; 


and 2) put pressure on non^ 
union and free-lance labors to 
organize and in many cases 
raise costs, which 3) will be 
passed along to the consumer, 
which 4) will lessen the de- 
mand for construction, 5) 
which will increase unemploy- 
ment, is — a high price to pay 
for sating union pride.

its safety and nursing educational programs a new technique 
to aid choking victims. 


Dr. Henry J. Heimlich, director of surgery at the Jewish 


Hospital, Cincinnati, has developed a maneuver to respond to 
problems of the so-called "cafe coronary," that is, obstruction 
of a person's airway, usually by food, causing asphyxiation and 
possible death within minutes. 


A recent ANRC conference in its Washington headquarters 


resulted in a draft of materials which will be circulated to the 
conference participants for final comments and recommenda- 
tions. Following this review, an illustrated pamphlet will be 
developed for use in Red Cross instructional programs. 


Conference participants, in addition to Dr. Heimlich, were 


physicians involved in current research on this topic and those 
having background and knowledge in this subject area. The 
Red Cross was represented by Robert G. Wick, vice president;

A Universe Full of Life? 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 


A scientist trying to establish 
contact with life on other 
planets said today research in- 
dicates it not only exists but is 
"probably widespread." 


Dr. John Billingham, chief 


of the biotechnology division 
at the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration's 
Ames Research Laboratory in 
Mountain 
View, Calif., re- 


vealed his conclusions halfway 
through a two-year study. 


He said his search for in- 


telligent extraterrestrial 
life 


"now points to the fact that it 
should be very common, that 
it exists now and is probably 
widespread in the universe." 


Billifigham said he has been 


contacted by believers in un- 
identified flying objects but 
gives little scientific validity to 
claims of visits to and from 
other planets. He said, how- 
ever, they were "conceivable." 


Billingham said his search, 


aided by other scientists, is for 
"beings who have gotten to at 
least our level of science and 
technology, and may be 
ahead". 


"We believe that in many 


places living creation has gone 
not only as far as we, but much 
farther — including many civ- 
ilizations much older than 
ours," he said in an interview. 


"We're the youngest civ- 


ilization that is able to com- 
municate. We have been able 
to communicate for only 10 or 
15 years across ihs galaxy with 
radiotelescopes. 


"So the point is that we've 


just emerged on a statistical 
basis and therefore anybody 
we contact must be an older 
civilization." 


Billingham, 45 and British- 


born, said his evidence of life 
on other planets is circum- 
stantial and he hoped to estab- 
lish contact with extrater- 
restrial beings through larger 
and better radiotelescopes. 


"The evidence begins with 


the fact that in laboratory and 
space research, we have found 
that organic molecules — the 
building blocks of life — are 
very 
common 
outside 
our 


earth," he said. 


"It used to be thought that 


our own planetary system with 
our own sun was unique. But 
we can now say that most stars 
have planets around them. 


"Put that together, and we 


now think there are billions 
and billions of other planets, 
so there is no reason why the 
same process of living cell 
creations cannot take place." 


Billingham said UFOs "do 


exist, but they have nothing to 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 


Thousands of California doc- 
tors, faced with newly posted 
medical malpractice insurance 
premiums that will soar by 500 
per cent at the first of the year, 
rumbled this week about a 
possible statewide "curtail- 
ment of services" by Dec. 1. 


Dr. Jack Kriegsman, an or- 


thopedic surgeon, cited before 
a meeting of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association 
his personal plight of having 
his own insurance premium 
raised from $7,000 to nearly 
$49,000 at the first of the year 
— the biggest such rate in- 
crease in the nation. 


"I'm fighting for my life, the 


lives of my wife and three 
children and to stay in the 
profession," Kriegsman said in 
an interview Tuesday follow- 
ing his speech to 2,000 doctors 
at the association's meeting. 


Last spring, the nation was 


hit by various work slowdowns 
by doctors protesting the rise 
in malpractice insurance

unemployment rate roee 0.3 
per cent in October to 8.6 per 
cent — its highest level in four 
months. The number of un- 
employed persons rose by 
230,000 to 8 million ir. Octo- 
ber, and total employment re- 
mained virtually unchanged at 
85.4 million after rising steadi- 
ly between March and August. 
The last time the unemploy- 
ment rate was as high as 
October's figure was in June 
when it registered the same 8.6 
per cent. 


WHOLESALE PRICES: In- 


creases in the costs of steel and 
new care drove all wholesale 
prices up a whopping 1.8 per 
cent in October, the biggest 


monthly increase in a year and 
the biggest jump since last 
October's 2.9 per cent. The 
increase translates into an an- 
nual rate of 21.8 per cent. The 
Wholesale Price Index stood at 
178.9 in October, a 5.1 per cent 
increase over last year. This 
means the same commodities 
that sold for $100 in 1967, now 
sell for $178.90. 


REAL EARNINGS: The av- 


erage worker's "real" income 
— wages plus fringe benefits 
after allowing for inflation — 
declined 1.5 per cent in the 
third quarter after increases in 
the two preceding quarters, 


PRODUCTIVITY: Produc- 


tivity in the private sector in- 
creased 9.5 per cent in the 


third quarter for its highest 
quarterly gain since the first 
quarter of 1971. The increase 
reflected a 12.1 per cent in- 
crease in output and a 2.4 per 
cent boost in work hours. 


TRADE - The U.S. balance 


of trade surplus declined SI 
billion in the third quarter, 
apparently reflecting an im- 
proving U.S. economy increas- 
ing its demand for petroleum 
and other imports. After a $3.3 
billion surppus in the second 
quarter, the surplus slipped to 
$2.3 billion in the third. The 
surplus so far in 1976 is $9.9 
billion at an annual rate com- 
pared with a S5.3 billion defi- 
cit for the first nine months of 
1974. 


INDICATORS: The index of 


leading business indicators fell 
slightly in Sephember — the 
first decline since last 
February. The index, which 


often is a harbinger of future 
economic trend*, fell .9 per 
cent. The index had leveled off 
in August after a five-month 
upward cycle.

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New Expressway 
Links S. Korea 


SEOUL, South Korea (UPI) - For the first time in 


history, motorists can travel between any two points in 
South Korea in a day, thanks to the new $41.9 million 
Youngdong Expressway. 


The 124.9 mile toll-free highway extends from Seoul to the 


eastern coastal town of Kangnung across the Taebak 
Mountain range, 2,624 feet above sea level. 


It used to take 8>/2 hours to travel from Seoul to 


Kangnung, but the expressway has sliced the trip to 3'/2 
hours. 


With links to other expressways in South Korea's 709-mile 


highway network, the Youngdong road has made it possible 
to reach any point in the Indiana-sized country in a day. 


The first portion of the new expressway was completed in 


1971, and the second part, linked to a northbound extension, 
opened last month. Total cost for the entire project was $41.9 
million, $16.8 million of it paid with loans from the World 
Bank. 


Experts said recently Youngdong owed its high cost to the 


difficult construction problems associated with the rugged 
Taebak traverse. The price was about three times as much 
per mile as the five-year-old Seoul-Pusan Expressway. 


Even so, authorities considered the money well spent. 


Authorities say the two-lane road will play a big role in 
South Korea's future economic development. 


The highway winds through areas rich in coal and lime. 


The mountains offer beautiful scenery and a ski resort to 
tourists. 


The expressway's first weekend found Kangnung so 


crowded with tourists from Seoul that many had a hard time 
finding hotels, officials said. 


Authorities said cheap land along the route should draw 


many industrial facilities to the area. Some businessmen 
have already launched plans for hotels and dairy farm 
construction. 


But the Yangdong Expressway has signaled hard times for 


the old Seoul Kangnung railroad. 


Running along an old and rugged route, the trains take 


more than seven hours to make the trip. The government 
railroad office has decided to stop operation of four of six 
trains running between Seoul and Kangnung daily.

Beer drinkers take heart: you 
may yet be spared from learn- 
ing your brew contains sodium 
metabiosulfite or hep- 
tylparaben. 


The Treasury Department's 


Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms has decided 
Americans really don't need to 
have those ingredients and 
others spelled out on the labels 
of the beer, wine and liquor 
they buy. 


It might cost too much, the 


bureau said, and consumers 
might not derive any benefit. 


The Center for Science in 


the Public Interest, which 
petitioned the bureau three 
years ago to require the label 
disclosures, disagrees. Dr. 
Michael Jacobson, director of 
the group, called Tuesday's 
decision another example of "a 
government regulatory agency 
bowing to industry pressure, 
and consumers are left to fend 
for themselves ... consumers 
have a right to know what 
they're eating." 


Jacobson said his original

request was based in part on 
an incident in which a number 
of men died because they 
drank beer containing cobalt. 


Rex D. Davis, director of the 


BA.TF, said the agency re- 
ceived more than 1,000 written 
comments on the proposal and 
held hearings. Based on that, 
he said, it was decided "the 
uniqueness of manufacturing 
processes of a l c o h o U c 
beverages is such that it makes 
labeling of their ingredients of 
little value and, in certain 
cases, even misleading." 


If the proposal had been put 


through, Jacobson said, some 
beer labels would have listed 
such things as sodium 
ascorbate and 
sodium 


metabiosulfite, both pre- 
servatives; heptylparaben, an 
antimicrobial agent; and other 
ingredients. 


He said a brandy label might 


have listed "water, grapes, 
yeast colored with carmel."

Farmers Getting Pesticide Policy Voice 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


To some of its critics, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) is a band of 
bureaucratic visionaries and 
fanatics striking out against 
pesticides with scant concern 
for consumer food needs or 
farm profits. 


The EPA says it isn't so. But 


the agency is feeling the heat 
of opposition from pesticide 
manufacturers and users, now 
that pressure from environ- 
mentalists has slackened since 
the first major ban in 1972 
against DDT. 


Farm bloc congressmen are 


threatening to rewrite EPA's 
pesticide control authority to 
give greater weight to the 
views of farm and food supply 
interests. In response, EPA of- 
ficials have begun a major 
effort to cool criticism of the 
way they handle pesticide 
safety programs. 


While EPA Administrator 


Russell Train and his deputy, 
John Quarles, insist they are 
not compromising on public 
health and safety, Train told 
the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee recently he is providing 
"greater access to and partici- 
pation in agency decision mak- 
ing by all interested people, 
particularly the agricultural 
community." 


Train created an advisory 


committee to solicit the views 
of farmers, the pesticide in- 
dustry, environmental spokes- 
man and others on future poli- 
cy decisions. He invited farm 
bloc congressmen to make re- 
commendations for member- 
ship on the committee. 


Meanwhile, the EPA recent- 


ly decided to restore limited 
use of cyanide for control of 
coyotes and other predators. 


Train conceded these steps 


would not end complaints 
about the way EPA has forced 
farmers and others to abandon 
a host of widely used pest 
control chemicals. But he said 
the advisory committee should 
improve the agency's "com- 
munications" with groups af- 
fected by its rulings. 


In an interview, Quarles said 


many farmers believe the EPA 
follows "a zero-risk approach, 


in which we ban anything pos- 
ing a risk regardless of its 
benefits." He denied there had 
ever been such an instance. 


"Every time we've banned a 


chemical, we've determined 
the shift would not have severe 
or disruptive effects on agri- 
cultural production and costs 
— significant effects, yes, but 
not severe," Quarles said. 
"We've balanced the risks and 
benefits as most people 
would." 


EPA officials said the DDT 


ban 
had meant somewhat 


higher costs for farmers and 
consumers but no cutback in 
production. 


Replacing DDT with sub- 


stitute pesticides has cost cot- 
ton growers annually slightly 
more than $1 an acre na- 
tionwide, and about $6 an acre 
in the Southeast. The cost to 
retail buyers of cotton goods 
has risen only 2.2 cents per 
person annually, the EPA 
said. 


It was the environmentalists 


who forced major reforms in 
pesticide controls because 
they felt past policies under 
Agriculture Department direc- 
tion had paid too little atten- 
tion to dangers in the wide 


spread use of chemical pest 
killers. 


In 1970, when EPA was 


created and given control of 
pesticides, and in 1972 when a 
major pesticide reform law was 
passed, "there was a very 
strong and active public con- 
cern" over the issue, Quarles 
said. 


The creation of EPA, pas-

DDT ban "caused the general 
public to reduce its active at- 
tention," he said. "There was 
an impression that the prob- 
lem had been solved.

with other EPA actions, in-

ban on chlordane and hep-

By Mild Flu Season 


HOUSTON (UPI) - The 


upcoming flu season is unlike- 
ly to be of epidemic propor- 
tions, but experts still warn 
against skipping vaccinations, 
especially for the elderly and 
infirm. 


"We believe there will be 


little, very little activity in 
influenza this winter, but that 
has to be hedged a little," said 
Dr. Robert Couch, director of 
the Influenza Research Cen- 
ter. 


Couch said a new strain of 


influenza, called Victoria flu, 
has been isolated in Australia. 
He said it could strike persons 
who had flu last year because 
it is slightly different from the 
Port 
Chalmers flu 
which 


caused most of last season's 
cases. 


Persons infected by one 


strain of flu are immune to 
that particular strain, but will 
be susceptible when the flu 
virus changes or mutates. Nor- 
mally, it takes about five years 
for a strain to mutate, but Port 
Chalmers changed in only two 
years. 


"So, there is a chance of the 


Victoria strain causing dis- 
ease," Couch said, "although 
the chances are slim."

NEW YORK (UPI) — Amid an air of forgiveness from their fans, the New- 


York Rangers have two good reasons to look upward today. 


First is the obvious fact that for the first time in recent memory, the Rangers 


But on a more pertinent 
level, there is a general feeling among the players that a bottoming out has been 
reached and the club is ready to surge forward following a stretch of eight losses 
in 10 games.

for Chicago a minute and a half later. 


"I'm sorry it happened to Vad," Boldirev said. "His wife is very sick. I think

a piece of me. He got his stick on me but I still got the shot away." 


Pat Hickey and Rod Gilbert scored the other Ranger goals with Alain Daigle

Surgery

Wednesday that their 27-year-old slugging star 
would undergo surgery on his left shoulder 
Monday to repair damage from an early season 
collision at home plate. 


"The operation is not considered dangerous," 


said a club official, "especially since it does not 
involve his throwing arm. It's to be a technical 
operation, but not a serious one." 


Bench played with pain through much of the 


1975 season after colliding with San 
Franciscco's Gary Matthews in a game here 
April 22. That collision jammed Bench's shoul- 
der and damaged cartilage. 


The operation will remove some cartilage 


from the acromio-clavicular joint on the top of 
the shoulder and remove a small section of bone 
from the collar bone. 


It will be the second operation in less than 


three years for the power-hitting and strong- 
throwing catcher. 


In December, 1972, Bench underwent lung 


surgery for removal of a benign lesion. 


"Sometimes when I think back to that," said 


Bench, "I realize just how lucky I am to be able 
to play." 


Bench indicated last month he would pro- 


bably have surgery soon on his aching left 
shoulder. He said just before the World Series 
he didn't intend to play next season with the 
same sort of pain. 


"I wouldn't go through it again," said Bench. 


"If it aches like it did this year, I probably 
would take as long as needed to get it cured." 


He said it was his "emotions" and "desire to 


play for a first place team" that kept him in 
the lineup late in the season and he let it be 
known he was not about to sit out the playoffs 
and World Series just because of the pain. 


Despite the aching shoulder which was be- 


lieved to have affected his swing, Bench still 
managed to hit .283 and lead the club in home 
runs with 28 this past season. 


Although only 27, Bench already is con- 


sidered Hall of Fame material because of what 
he already has accomplished with the bat and 
glove.

Sixers Eye Caldwell Jones 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The American Basketball Associa- 


tion sold the contracts of three members of the defunct San 
Diego Sails to the highest bidders at a special auction 
Wednesday, but held back 6-foot-ll Caldwell Jones in 
hopes of attracting a top dollar offer from the Philadelphia 
76ers of the National Basketball Association. 


ABA Commissioner Dave DeBusschere set up a meeting 


for today with representatives of the 76ers, who had signed 
Jones to a contract for next season before the Sails folded. 
His limited availability greatly decreases his value among 
ABA teams, which is why DeBusschere is seeking a cash 
settlement with Philadelphia in order to free Jones from the 
duration of his ABA contract. 


Forward Mark Olberding was chosen by San Antonio and 


guard Dwight Lamar and center Dave Robisch were 
selected by the Indiana Pacers, but seven other members 
of Sails were unclaimed and placed on waivers. 


Explaining his decision to give the 76ers first crack at 


Jones, DeBusschere was vague, saying, "A decision will be 
made with respect to Jones which is in the best interest of 
the league and the player." 


However, the ABA's receiving a large payment from the 


76ere is unlikely as the mere addition of Jones' contract 
would be a considerable increase in the Philadelphia 


payroll, already inflated to the point of bursting by high- 
priced stars George McGinnis, Billy Cunningham and 
Darryl Dawkins. 


If DeBusschere decides not to free Jones from his ABA 


contract, the Albany State product then will be offered to 
league members. 


Olberding is a bullish 19-yearold forward who left the 


University of Minnesota after his freshman year when his 
college coach, Bill Musselman, took over as head coach with 
the Sails. He was off to a great start as a rookie with the 
Sails and gives the Spurs tremendous front court depth.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The next question is obvious. Will the 


ABA be the next league to fold? 


Dave DeBusschere says no, but keep in mind he's a friendly 


witness. He's the ABA commissioner. Whadd'ya expect him to 
say, the whole league is gonna fall apart? Commissioners don't 
talk that way. 


Other people do, though, and what many of them are saying 


is that the ABA's troubles aren't necessarily over simply 
because San Diego and Baltimore both found they couldn't 
hack it anymore and went out of business inside the past three 
weeks. 


The ABA is down to eight teams now. It could be reduced 


to six before long because the Spirits of St. Louis and Virginia 
Squires are playing their home games virtually in private. 
They're drawing, as the saying goes, flies, and when you're 
paying some of your players like Marvin Barnes $300,000, 
Maurice Lucas $200,000 and Don Chaney also $200,000, the 
way St. Louis is, and people aren't even showing up to see 
them, the only course left to you suddenly grows clearer and 
clearer. 


Remember the WFL? In case you've forgotten, it used to be 


a football league and had trouble drawing people also. Now it's 
only a memory. 


"We're not like the WFL," says Dave DeBusschere. "We have 


strong franchises. Naturally, I can't be excited with the position 
the league is in now compared with the one it was in last 
August, but I think we've come out of all this with a positive 
attitude. We can have eight of the best teams in basketball." 


That's nice optimistic talk, but it doesn't solve the serious 


problems in St. Louis and Virginia. 


" Last Friday, Harry Weltman, president of the St. Louis club 
which lost more than a million dollars last year, said he was 
considering moving the team to Cincinnati because it wasn't 
drawing at home. The announcement shook up St. Louis 
basketball fans so much, 1,141 of them broke down the doors 
to see the Spirits beat San Diego in the losers' final game ever. 


Bill Musselman, who was the San Diego coach as late as two 


days ago but is among the unemployed today, still is in a state 
of shock over the way the club suddenly ceased operations 
Tuesday. Nobody will be that shocked, though, if somewhere 
along the line St. Louis and Virginia pull out. 


Should that happen, it might not be long before the ABA and 


NBA are forced to merge despite the vigorous objection of the 
F 


NBA players, who have had a court injunction for some time ' 
now preventing the two leagues from consolidating. 


"I think the honeymoon in sports is over," says Weltman. 


"The future of professional basketball could well be in the 
hands of the players themselves. They will have to see that a 
merger is in the best interests of the sport." 


Harry Weltman is absolutely right there, but in this day and 


age of frantic business, business, business, whoever bothers his 
head thinking about such a thing as sport? Only the poor fan, 
who keeps being bled more and more for a ticket. 


Dave DeBusschere says he doesn't blame the established star 


for trying to get as much money as he can, and maybe the 
reason he says that is because he used to be an established star 
getting big money with the New York Knicks himself not so 
long ago. 


"I feel the bidding war for untried rookies is ridiculous, 


though," he says. 


I'm sorry to disagree with Dave DeBusschere, but I don't 


think any ballplayer is worth a million or a half million, 
regardless of whether he's an established star or not, and it 
strikes me I'm not that wrong because I've had a number of 
ballplayers, even those making big money, privately tell me 
they feel the same way. 


Those players opposed to any merger between the ABA and 


NBA contend it would restrict their bargaining power severely. 


Now isn't that dreadful! Instead of $200,000 a season, some 


of them would have to find some way to make ends meet on 
only $150,000. Worse yet, if any more of these basketball teams 
fold, some players might even have to go out and work for a 
living. 


I wonder how many of them could find a job.

The Prince Is Resting 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — Prince Thou Art, one of the 


nation's top three-year-old race horses, remained in guarded 
condition today, recuperating from a seven-hour operation to 
reset a severly broken bone. 


Prince broke his left foreleg during a workout last weekend 


at the nearby Belmont Stables where he is lodged. 


Dr. E. James Roberts, one of four surgeons who performed 


the surgery Tuesday, said Prince was "an extremely sensible 
horse" and apparently knew rest would facilitate healing. 


A hospital spokeswoman said Prince stood up several hours 


after the operation and returned to his stall at the center 
"under his own power." 


She said the prognosis for recovery was "guarded but 


optimistic." 


One of the bones near the ankle was severly broken, she said, 


and a "compression screw was placed to join the bones 
dislocated by the break." 


Doctors said they were prepared to use an air-filled body 


splint, inserted in a pool of water, to keep the horse from 
kicking after the sedation wore off. But since Prince appeared 
calm following the operation, the splint, similar to a life raft 
with sleeves for a horse's limbs, was not used. 


Asked if further surgery might be necessary, she said: "We 


hope not." 


Prince will be in a cast for two to three weeks and will remain 


at the center for possibly a month, the spokeswoman added.

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) - Brown, the surprise of the Ivy League after 


decades of humiliation, has the top conference record this season but Coach John 
Anderson takes nothing for granted. 


The Bruins battle Harvard Saturday in a regionally televised game that is 


a "must game" if they are to capture their first Ivy League title since it was 
formalized 20 years ago. It will be the first sellout at Brown Stadium in 43 years. 


Brown is 17-55-2 against the Crimson in a rivalry that dates back to 1893. 
"We have a very, very tough opponent on Saturday," Anderson said 


Wednesday. "This is probably the biggest game at Brown that we have had since 
1932," when the Bruins went 7-1. 


Brown is 4-0-1 in league play this year. Harvard and Yale are close at 4-1. 
He discounted any advantage from a superior performance in a pre-season 


scrimmage with Harvard. 


"That one was basically even," Anderson said. "They dropped four easy 


touchdown passes but they moved the ball very well." 


The thrust of the Brown attack comes from starting quarterback Bob Bateman 


and receiver Bob Farnham, who set an Ivy League one-game record with 14 
catches for 186 yards last week against Cornell. He leads the nation in receiving. 


Bruins halfback Kevin Slattery has lead the club's ground game wih four 


touchdowns, 553 yards and a 3.7 yard per carry average this season. 


"Brown gives us a lot of problems," said Harvard defensive backfield coach

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y (UPI) - The top Palestinian 


official at the United Nations says the General Assembly's anti- 
Zionist resolution may be only a step toward ousting Israel from 
the world organization. 


Zehdi Terzi, acting permanent representative of the Palestine 


Liberation Organization, said the guerrilla group hopes Israel 
will become as isolated "from the world assembly" as South 
Africa. 


The white supremacist nation was suspended from the 


General Assembly last year because of its racial policies and 
has not participated in this year's session. 


Asked if the PLO would push next year to have Israel 


suspended or expelled, Terzi said in an interview Wednesday, 
"It is probable, depending on new developments." 


Moderate Arab nations blocked this year's attempts to 


suspend Israel. At summer meetings in Uganda and Peru, the 
moderates told Third World nations to drop the issue for the 
time being. 


Terzi said the decision to brand Zionism as racism "was not 


a spur-of-the-moment development," but a result of the Third 
World's increasing awareness of the roots of the Palestinian 
issue

Concerned over rumors that 


budget restrictions would force 
cuts in ice and snow control on 
state roads this winter, a De- 
partment of Transportation 
(DOT) spokesman said today 
that control would be main- 
tained at last year's levels de- 
spite budget cuts 


Jack Devine, DOT assistant 


public relations officer, said. 
"Money is short, but snow and 
ice control will not be one of 
the areas in which we will 
skimp." 


Devine said that DOT crews 


on state highways had been 
cutting back in other ways to 
overcome the budget restric- 
tions. 


"Crews have been doing less 


grass cutting and other off- 
highway work that will not 
affect the safety of motorists," 
Devine explained "There are 
several such areas where it is 
possible to cut back without 
directly affecting motorists 
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should be considered," he said. "The causes are not an 
invasion, or an occupation, or uprooting from our homes. It is 
an ideology, developments of the Zionist movement." 


The assembly brushed aside strong U.S. opposition Monday 


and voted to call Zionism "a form of racism." Zionism is the 
movement that led to the creation of a Jewish homeland in 
Israel. 


Questioned about Secretary of State Henry Kissinger's 


assertion the United States would ignore the resolution, Terzi 
said, "They have been ignoring our rights for the last 28 years." 


He said the Palestinians want to return to their homeland 


— much of which is now the nation of Israel — but see no 
chance of a Palestinian state alongside an Israeli state. 


"There is no possibility of having two chauvinistic, na- 


tionalistic states existing side by side," he said "It is a merger 
of the people that would provide the solution and I would 
underline the word merger." 


Terzi said the prospects for the merger of the Jews and Arabs 


in the region in a single Palestinian state "are very bright and 
very clear." 


The Jerusalem-born, 51-yearold Terzi said the PLO has 


"gone a few steps forward" since it was granted U.N. observer 
status last year. He said the anti-Zionist resolution was the 
outgrowth of previous measures. 


DOT Commissioner Ray- 


mond Schuler said last week 
that snow and ice control 
would be fully maintained. 
"There is no question that 
operations will be completely 
adequate throughout the 
state," he said 
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to the UN Patrick Moynihan's 
fiery denunciation of the reso- 
lution and of President Ford's 
stated opposition were well re- 
ceived, and local Jewish lead- 
ers called upon Congress and 
the president to support words 
with 
action, 
although 
the 


speakers stated they were well 
aware of the effects of Arab 
petro-doilars on our national 
policy. 


"The leaders of this country 


should consider our commit- 
ment to the United Nations," 
declared Rabbi Herring, while 
Rabbi Schectman claimed the 
UN had "lost itu reason for 
existence"m supporting the 
resolution and Greenwald 
commented, "I think the reso- 
lution spells the end of the UN 
in the long run," 


A prepared statement noted, 


"The hope that the UN would 
serve as an organization for 
peace and reconciliation has 
been perhaps irrevocably de- 
stroyed " 


Some individual comments: 


Rabbi Herring proclaimed 
MOVING 
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that "Zionism is Judaism," 
tracing the roots of Jewish 
search for a return to their 
homeland to Biblical times. 
He cited several 
Arab 


"tyrants" who supported the 
resolution and noted the re- 
versal of the Soviets' policy on 
Zionism from their 1948 posi- 
tion. And he reiterated an ob- 
servation made by the Israeli 
delegate to the UN Tuesday, 
that it was fitting this resolu- 
tion was passed Nov 10th on 
the 30th anniversary of the 
night Nazi Germany began its 
anti-Jewish program 


Rabbi Eichhorn, noting the 


long history of Zionism in 
which "people suffered much 
to retain their identity," felt 
that the division of the world 
into two factions over the Is- 
rael question has been solid- 
ified, that the UN vote has 
served to knock countries off 
the fence. 


Rabbi Schectman felt the( 


UN is now "controlled by a 
Communist and Arab loving 
bloc." He said the UN can also 
make a resolution against de- 
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mocracy, stating that Zionism 
also is the "dream of a peo- 
ple." He asked where the reso- 
lutions were against Arab ter- 
rorism, and vowed, "Jews will 
never again permit a holo- 
caust." 


Mrs. Breuer contrasted civil 


liberties in Israel, where she 
said 
residents are treated 


equally, to the totalitarianism 
of its opposition and stressed 
the humanitarian programs 
undertaken by Hadassah, the 
Zionist womens' organization. 


Greenwald felt the UN had 


become a "sounding board" 


for the oil rich Arabs who 
"have bought the votes of the 
Third 
World nations." He 


characterized the racism ploy 
as a "rebirth of the big lie, 
where you brand everyone else 
with your own faults." 


It was felt by the Jewish 


community leaders that the 
United States has a moral 
commitment to support Israel 
with both words and such 
deeds as foreign aid and sup- 
plying armaments. 


Said Greenwald, "Isarel is 


the only democracy in the 
Mideast." 
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
